Bhrubb, who la tho
greatest long-dlatanoo runner In tha
world. belh ln plenty nt bnrd work,
snd he has s»t a pace lhat only Bar-
vard'a flttest runncrs wlll survlve.

"I hcpo tO m&ke real diatanca run-
r.ers out of the Harvard men," 8hrui.il)
»ald laat evenlng, whlle dlscusalng his
charges. "There are several men on
th*; track toani who, I belleve, could
he developed Into falrly good dlstance
runners. The only trouble wlth most
nf thom la that they are not Inured
lo hard practice. They think that if
thrv run two or three mlles they nre
dolng plenty nf work.

"I am trylng to Imprcaa on them that
llie only wny to aucceed ns a dlstance
runner ls to work hard and falthfully.
Of course, a man must have powerful
legs and iungs and a strong heart be¬
fore he even attempt* to run long dia-
tancea, but glven there, tho only thlng
thai wlll perfect » man's endurance
«nd speed Is hard and faltl.fui work.
When I have my men so tralned that

wlll enjoy a uttie nr>in of ai..
aeven or elght mile-, on tlif road. then
1 wlll be aatlafled wlth them. But
urrll thmi they are not really dlstance
runners."

Coaclies Metzgar, Mltchell, Wharton,
Folwell and Mulford were all out in
togs, nnd drove tho substituto and
serub pluyers through a long and
griioling practlce. Coach Motzgar
sprung nn innovatlon. Tho men wero
sent runnlng ln all dlrectlons, and aa

thoy ran they throw tho ball about
trylng to catch it whlle on the run.
Tho ablllty of tho Indlans to handlo
tho ball, 110 matter whlch way or from
what diroctlon it was thrown. opened
tho eyes of Penn's coaclies, und from
now 011 tho men will get thls drill
ovory afternoon.

Men in Good Condition and Are
Working Hard for Game in

Charlottesville.

LBXINOTON, VA., October 38.---The
V. M. I. team returned b'llhday night
from tho hard gamo wlth V, P. I. In
Roanoke, wlth practlcally all thc mon
ln good condition. Mlnton, who played
hiicIi a good game at guard, has a

sprained ankle, and wlll he out of
the llne-up untll the Vlrginla game on
November 7th, and lt ls very doubt-
ful whether lie can get back Into con¬
dition by that game. H. Pronguo is alao
ln lhe hospital, but It is thought that
he> wlll be around agaln before Novoni-
ber 7th.
Thn showing of the team In tho V.

P. I. game was much stronger than
was expected, aa this Ib tlio greeneat
and most Inexperienced team that V. M.
1. haa put In tho fleld for several
yeara. On previous performancest v.
P. I. waa scheduled to wln handily
and by a large scoro, whereaa the
gamo was very hotly contested from
atart to Hnlsh, lhe crltica generally
conceding V. M. I. to have played the
stronger gamo after the flrst ten
mlnutea of the flrat half and during
tho entlre second half; through the
second half the play belng aimoat en¬
tlrely In V. P. I.'a territory.

Hodgson, who performed ao brll-
llantly In the game with Princeton
the Baturday before, waa not up to
form in the V. At I. game. The press
dli-patehca state that his puntlng waa
not aa good aa that of McLean, of
V. M. I., who, though a slrong punter,
haa never benn concldered an equal of
Hodgson. McLean'a good work at
puntlng was sornewhat detracted from
by hla unauccessful efforta at field
goala from placement; he had four
chancea, on none of whlch ho mado
good.
While tho entlre V. M. I. team played

well, tho most brllllant work was dono
by McMlllan and Ferrebe ln running
back klcka, theso two frequently bring¬
lng tho ball back to tlie place from
which lt had been kicked. Tho V. M.
L ends, the Poague brothers, in the
firal half, and T. Poague and Scott
in the second half, also were very fast
Iti gettlng down on klcka and prevent-
Iftg V. P. I. from running the ball back
for any materlal galna,
Tho V. M. I. team, wlth McMillan

at quarter, and the lirat string of play¬
ers ln the llne-up, la a dlfferent pro¬
posltlon from the crlppled team, uslng
five stihstltutes, whloJi waa defeated
by St. John's on tho I7th. The at-
tack. however, stl 11 remains to be de¬
veloped. It Ib not yet golng wlth BUf-
flcient steam to score on a team liko
V. P. I., Vlrginla or DaVldson. In
spots lt la brilliant, but it Ia not con-
slstent, Mr. Hollei wlll put a great
deal of tlme on this before the Virginia
game.

It waa partlcularly encouraglng to
the coaches that Klnsolving, who
went in at quarter for McMillan in
the last part of the game, performed
so well. The problem of an acccpLiblo
iinderstudy at quarter has glven tbe
coaches a great deal of concern, for a
man that goea like McMillan does ia
apt to exhaust hlmself or put hlmself
out of the playing before the game ia
flnlshed. Kinsolving seems to be the
answer.

V. M. I. plays Roanoke College in
Lexington October 31st, and Vlrginla
at Charlottesville November 7th.

haps more equally matched this season
than nny prevlous year. For thls rea¬
son, the gridiron haltlea to be fought
during tho flnal month of tl,e aeaaon
wlll he watched wlth Intenae interest
by the lovers of tlie game throughout
tho sectlons named.
Virginia ls preparlng for a gr\iellng

contest next Saturday, when the eleven
journeys to Norfolk to moct the team
from tho Agrlcultural and Mechanlcal
College of Nortli Carollna. Laat year
tho Halelgh biincli waa probably the
heaviest in the 6outh Atlanuc Statea,
if not in tho whole South, and the re-
ports aro that tholr llne-up thi-i year is
practlcally the sarne ns that whlch sent
tho Orange and Blue down In defeat
last November on Lafayetto Field, Nor¬
folk, hy tho score of 10 to 1.
A hard fought contest is abaolutely

cirtaln on Saturday. The Meehanlcs
alwaya turn out a husky bunch, and
jthls year lt will be made up of veterans,
moat of whom liave played through
aeveral successlvc seasons, and will go
Into the game full of confldence. Their
llne from tackle to tacklo is said to
average 197. On tho other hand, Vir¬
glnla is In hetter ahape to meet auch
an aggregation than she waa laat year.

Certaln it ls that the Orange and
Blue wlll be right on the Jump to wlpe
nut the defeat of last Thanksgivlng
Day.
Head Coach Whitehurst, of Agrlcul¬

tural and Mechanlcal, has the follow¬
lng to say of the approaehlng con¬
test:
"Wc play Virglnla in Norfolk Satur¬

day. and lt Is going to be a big game.
one of the most Important games to be
played ln the South thls season. Vir¬
glnla has a good team. Her game with
Sewanee demonRtrated that, and Vir¬
glnla always plays good, hard, clean
football.
"Vou can depend upon tt that the

game will be a fiercely conteeted hat¬
tle. H will be a gridiron contest that
people will go home and talk about for
weeks."
The Virglnla players are in good con¬

dltion. nnd nll realizc that tiie battU
Saturday may decide the Southern
chainpionslilp, as Agrlcultural and Me-
cbanlcal ls conceded by Southern foot¬
ball experts to have a stmnger aggre¬
gation than tha Unlveralty of North
Carollna.
Agrlcultural and Mechanlcal ls going

after the Southern champlonship, and
if they defeat Virglnla. will play a

post-season game with Vanderbllt in
order that there may be no dispute as

to where the honors go. Ceburn Har¬
ris, one of the biggest line men in tlie
East. ls, captaln of the Carollna war-
rlors. and their entire backfleld of
laat year is In the game.
Virginia ls lucky in havlng a strong

scrub team this year, and the scrim-
mages are as hard as many of the
games on tlie schedule. Several Yale
playa have been introduced for the A.
and M. game, ineludlng a forward
pass. whlch ls an invention of Walter
Camp. and was handed on to Coacll
Cooke by "Johnny" de Saulles, of Yale.
Every effort of the Virginia coarhes

is townrd perfecting the back field in
offenslve play, and wlth Honaker and
Stanton, the two specdlcst quarter
backs ln the South. alternatlng. the
Orange and Blue wlll depend largely
on the ablllty of her back field tu
down the Raleigh eleven.
Coach Whitehurst. of A. and M. wlt-

nessed tlie Virginia-Sewanee game sat¬
urday before last. and has been plan-
ning plays to meet tho Virglnla on-
slaught.

Wiiile Virginia and A. and M. are
playing in norfplk, V, P. I. and Wash¬
ington and Lee wlll be engaged in a
royal battle In Lynchburg. Rhig-Tum-
Phi. the Waahlngton and Lee college
paper. .says of the contest: "The cham¬
plonship of the State wlll likely be
.settled on that date. since these are
now the leadlng teams in Virginia
which meet each ve.ir."
